England, in which, of course. the ro-
mance of Anne Boleyn is laid. So he
has carried cut his aehema of decora
tion eran to hanging a pair of candel-
abra under the Rivoli marquee and
placing four complete suits of armor
at tha corners ovarhanging the curb.
Thesa slmple symbols have a way of
hinting that "Deception" depicts the
days of candlelight and of plumed
knights and fair ladiea. Along the
afdea of the building hang shields of
tha period to add color to tha general
decorations.
When the patroa steps into the lobby

he is again reminded that he is to step
back to the decade between 1528 and
1538, the. yars when Anne Boleyn re¬
turned to England, became lady-in-
waiting to Queen Katherine, rose to a
place as queen and, within three years,
was sent to the scaffold to make way
for the third wife of Henry VIIL
n the mezzanine floor and tho stalr
On the mezzanine floor and tha

ataircases are tapeatriea that date
back four hundred to five hundred
years, as well as great oaken chairs,
chests of drawers, candlesticks, sculp-
tures, refectory tables and benches,
and a row of ancient chain armor, the
whole coiiection given a touch of col¬
or by the old standards and banners.
The visitor cannot help coming under
the influenco of the old furniture,
with its deep carving, «he old draperies
and the wrought iron candelabra.
But Mr. Riesenfeld's art comes most

potently to the fore in his presenta-
tion program. The openlng of the per¬
formance is announced by four har-
alds with trumpets and the orchestra
plays an overture which is a garland
of ancient mueic. The orchestra. has
been augmented by the addition of sev¬
eral ancient instruments seldom heard
in a modern orchestra, such as a viola
d'amour and oboe di caccia.
Old music of tho period depicted by

the bistorical film also forms the basis
of the prologue, which is cailed "The
Hunt Is Up." The prologue takes its
name from a song written by "one
Gray," a favorite court singer of Hen¬
ry VIII's, and is dedicated to the king.
Carl Hollins, barytone, appears as a
minstrel, and the Rivoli male chorus
appears aa a group of courtiers and
huntsmen. Aa the prologue, which is
a production of the New School of Op-
era and Ensemble, fades from view the
feature film is Bhowa, with a rustic
Kcore which brtngs to Broadway some
of the rlch melodies of a forgotten pe¬
riod and selections from works of old
eomposers that are seldom neard. Ex-
cerpts are used from the compositions
of Jean-Baptiste Lully, Alessandr Scar-
latti, Fr&ncois Coupcrin, Johann Mat-
theson, Henry Purceil, Arcangelo Co-
relli, Antonio Vivaldl, Andre Ernest
Mcdoste Gretry, Jean-Philippo Ra-
meau George Frederi:k Handel and Jo¬
hann Sebastien Bach.
A striking feature of the musical

score is the singing toward the close
of the film drama of a dirge ascribed
to Anne Boleyn. The picture shows
the unhappy queen being led to the
headsman in the court yard of the
Tower of London when the song, "O
Death, Rock Me to Sleep," is sung by
Inga Wank, mezzo-soprano. The piece
is said to have been written by Anne
Boleyn while she was in the Tower
awaiting execution.

Bach'a Toccata and Fugue in D Min-
or is played aa the concluding number
of the program by i°rofessor Firmin
Swinnen on the organ.

"Birth of a Nation"
Will Be Revived at
The Capitol Theater

"The Blrth of a Nation,* the D. W.
Grifflth epectecular film based on "The
Clansman," ls shown at the Capitol
Theater this week, beginning to-day.
Virtually a new generation of theater-
goers has grdwn up since this spectacle
was first produced. Patrons of the
picture theater who were present at
tha introduction of the first spectacle
of the American screen will be inter-
ested to see that time has dimmed none
of its genius. An original overture, a
music interlnde, a new interpretative
score and housa decorations wiU accen-
tuate the dramatic valua of the produc-
tion.

j The dellcate characterization, the
broad and sweeping cbnception, the
tfigantic feeale ofl production which pro-
claimed Griffith the master of directors
appeals as str,ongly and powerfully to-
day aa lt did Six years ago. Though
the screen spectacle has grown so
qnickly that statlstics in six figures
l(o longer startle, the magnitude of
"Tha Birth of a Nation" is still worthy
or note. The play contains 5,000 scenes
and presents 18,000 actors and 3,000
horscs, cost $500,000 for actual produc¬
tion expense and took eight months to
produce. The production of the Ku-
Klux rides commandeered a county for
a day and coat $10,000. It waa in this
production that night photograpby of
battle scenes waa invented and per-
*>Cted.

Griffith's genius la selecting his casts
has been given prophetie demonstra-
tion. Virtually every member of the
east of "The Birth of a Nation" holds
or has held position in the ranks of
screen celebrities as star or director.

New Screen Productions on Broadway
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One of the most important events in
motion pictures will be the showing at
the Town Hall to-morrow night. For
the first time in the history of the
famous producer's pictures, the charac-
ters of D. W. Griffith's "Dream Street"
will talk to the audience from the
screen.

Before tho feature picture of the
evening is shown D. W. Griflith will
appear on the screen and will speak to
the audience, giving in a short pro¬
logue the significance of "Dream
Street."
Tyrone Power and Ralph Graves are

to make their first appearance in the
"Talkies," speaking a number of their
lines directly from the screen. Mr.
Graves will also sing.
The Town Hall has been turned into

the most beautiful motion picture the¬
ater in the city. John Wenger has de-
signed the interior decorations. and is
changing the entire lighting system.
Amber lights are to be used throughout,
and the stage will be divided by three
large panels. The effect will be a

lovely.mosaic background of gold 8et-
ting off the more yivid.shades of color.

Chiffons and veils of green and violet
will be used over these panels and the
whole will be covered by "painted
lights." Two tail cathedral candles
burning incense will mark the divlsion
of the panels.
Back of the central panel a draw

curtain will cover the picture screen.
The Town Hall auditorium seats 1,700
persons.
The opening night will be marked by

an unusual program of music. Here
again the "singing pictures" will be a

unique feature of the program. The
orchestral music, written especially for
"Dream Street" by Louis Silver, will
be a feature of the evening. Tschai-
kowsky's "Nutcracker Suite" will be
given. The firBt movement will fade
into the famous "Lucia" sextet by the
Russian Cathedral Choir. The second
movement will blend into Lange's
"Flower Song." The third movement
will blend into a song sung by some
famous singer of the operatic stage.
The fourth movement will merge into
the Oriental movement of "The Sugar
Doll." This movement will lead di¬
rectly to the atmosphere of "Dream
Street" and the prologue spoken by
Griffith from the Bcreen. A cowled
figure of Nobody, the famous character
of "Everywoman," will appear on the
screen, and in verse will give the evo-
lution of motion pictures.
To the four ages Nobody will add a

fifth.the age of celluloid. He will
traca the pictures down to the years
from Daguerre to Ediaon, to Pathe* to
Grifiith, to talking motion pictures.

Gail Kane, J. Herbert Frank, Gladden
James and Lillian Worth have impor¬
tant rSles in a special film production
shortly to be released by the Ploneer
Film Corporation. The feature will be
known as "A Good Woman."

Art Bates, long associated with the
old Essanay comedies, in which he ap¬
peared with Chariie Chaplin, Max Lin-
der and others, has signed a contract
with the Mount Olympus Distrlbuting
Corporation to appear in their series
of "Diszy Dumbbell" comedies, soon to
be released for the states rights field.
Lou Tops also has signed for the

"Dizzy Dumbbell" series, and will work
with Bates.

The finished print of "Salvation
Nell," adapted from the successful
Edgar Seldon play, with Pauiine Stark
in tha leading rtle, has been detivered
te AaaooiaUd Fl»» National Pictures
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by Whitman Bennett, and it is sched¬
uled for early release.

"Sunnhine Harbor,'' an Edward Hem-
mer production and the starring ve¬
hicle for Margaret Beecher, the beau¬
tiful granddaughter of Henry Ward
Beecher, which is now nearing comple-
tion, will not be exhibited until the
fall. Distribution will be made by Af-
filiated'Distributors, Inc, of which C.
C. Burr is president, and will be billed
as "An Edward Hemmer Production."
"No Children" is the title of the new

Hal E. Roach comedy featuring
"Snub" Pollard, the "pint sized" come-
dian, which Pathd will release May 8.
The comedy shows the trials and
tribulations of apartment dwellers who
are handicapped by having a son in
their possession, if they insist on
keeping him. Pollard is assisted in his
comedy by Marie Moraruini, "Sunshine
Sambo," the little colored actor, and
the entire force of Roach comedians.

"Bucking the Tiger," the play by
Achmed Abdullah and May Tully, has
found its way to tho screen. It is the
latest Selznick picture starring Con-
way Tearle and was directed by Henry
Kolker. Winifred Westover, Gladden
James and Helen Montrose are in the
supporting cast. The play itself was
also pToduced by tho Selznicks a lit¬
tle more than a year ago, but lt was
never seen on Broadway owing to the
shortage of theatera at the time.

Ivy Duke and Guy Newall, "the Eng¬
lish Mary and Doug," who will soon
come to the United States to film a pic¬
ture, are now being shown on motion
picture scroens in "The Lure of Croon-

What C. C. Burr Thinks
Of Foreign Made Films
That the fight against the importa-

tion and exhiDition of German-made
motion pictures, the opening gun of
which was recently fired, is shortly
to develop into a de:isive battle, thero
ii every indication.

C. C. Burr, of the Master Films,
s&ys: "I believe that there exists not
one American producer who does not
welcome competition.be it from what
source it may. We are willing to match
our artistry and our mechanical sklll
with all corners, regardless of the place
of their orlgin.but on a fair basis-
i e. dollar for dollar of production
costs. Any one familiar with the types
of German propaganda so skilfully de-
Eigned and used throughout the war,
can easily recognize the post-war brand
new being very efficiently conveyed in
a new typo of vehicle.
"Having so far and successfully

prostituted our screen it may be ex¬

pected that tho next vproduction will
attack other of our allies Italy or

Belgium. Certainly, neither of these
will be overlooked or neglected in the
German seheme of things. Then after
these and other 'masterpieces* have
been sold in the United States, the
Germans will probably offer for South
American consumption a production
wkerein this country will be skilfully
knifed and held up to ridicule.

"It is reported that the German
manufacturers have available for eX-
port to this country over two hundred
pioductiona. Th© imported films, in
these instances, are but industrial
clvbs. The plans for their effective use
have been skilfully drawn. The op¬
erations extend over a period of years
and the finale is about to be witnesscd.
"That these foreign productions will

be shown is certain. AU of the great
power of these organizations will be
concentrated upon the exhibitor, and it
will be a bravo but probably foolhardy
one who will refuw to buy and play
them.

"I make the suggestton," concluded
Mr. Burr, "and Intend dolng it with
all of my future productions, that in¬
dependent producers affix an insert in
their main titles, immediately after the
main title, reading, 'An Independent
and All-American Production."
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Song of the Curtain.
By Pim, Penelope and

Laura Hope Crews
Laura Hope Crews, who plays tho

part of Olivia Marden in "Mr. Pim
Passes By," which tho Theater Guild is
presenting at Henry Miller's Theater,
says that if she believed in reincarna-
tion she would feel sute that back in
the beginning of the world she was
Penelope. That Greek lady, it will be
remembered, used to sit and weave all
day and then at night would ravel out
all that she had done. Miss Crews
doesn't weave, it is true. Times have
changed since Ulysses was the most
famous sailor in the world. But Miss
Crews does sew and sew and then sew,
some more.and then she carefully
pulls out all the\stitches. That is be¬
cause a great deal of the story of "Mr.
Pim Passes By" has to do with some
futuristic curtains on which Mrs. Mar¬
den is working. Now, obviously, after
a time those curtains would be covered
with stitches, and to prevent that the
threads have to be pulled out after the
curtains (ln the play) have gone up
and tha curtain (of the stage) has
come down.

"I really sew those curtains every
night," says Miss Crews, "and if I do
say it myself I sew them very Well. I
was taught the use of a needle when
I Was a little girl and something in me
(perhaps a memory of the praise and
candy I used to get as a littlo girl
when I had made neat, even stitches)
will not let mo do them slovenly. I
sew them just as carefully as if they
were to hang in my own apartment,
although I know that after the per¬
formance all tho stitches will come
out.

"It really would be interesting to
know just how much I have sewed
since 'Mr. Pim' opened. As we have
played it about seventy-five times now,
I'm sure I must have sewed miles bythis time. If there were any contri-
vance resembling a speedometer which
computes sewing I'd buy one. It might
make an interesting story to know just
how many stitches I had taken. And
as 'Mr. Pim' seems destined to pass by
for a long time to come I might find
that I held some kind of a record. As
it is, I doubt if anybody except Penel¬
ope (and she lived so long ago, if at
all, that she shouldn't count) has ever
put in quite so many stitches only to
pull them out."
